ATER-Baptiſm is of divine original and a command of God, 
| and a moſt ſolemn part of religious worſhip, appointed for 
God's glory, and for the real good conſolation, and eftabliſhment of 
the churches of Chriſt, in faith and holineſs. One thought indu'ged. 
in our mind to the contrary would be a preſumptuous reflection upon 
the wiſdom of the divine author. I aſk with a heart full of ſorcow, 
Which way can God be glorifyed, the church edifyed or others con- 
vinced, when the means of knowledge and edification are with-held ? 
Aſtoniſhing tbat this holy ordinance which ſhines as clear as a ſun- 
beam in God's word, ſhould be as it were put under a buſhel, and its 
native glory veiled from multitudes, as it is, when a few go in a private 
manner, either to a river or to a meeting-houſe to baptize. Certain! 
ſuch a practice diſcovers ſuch a fear of man as brings a ſnare, and lays 


a a ſure foundation for the grief of miniſters and of the ſubjects baptized 


aſterwards on every remembrance of it. It is true the primitive chriſ- 
tians baptized where- ever they found much water, in rivers, as in Enon, 
&c. I have no objection to this, when the ſame ends are anſwered,

the ordinance of baptiſm is to be publicly adminiſtered ; by this method, 
the place of worſhip will be crowded, two hundred more than the uſual 
auditory: will have the pleaſure and benefit of hearing and ſeeing for 
themſelves. —If the ſame miniſter was to baptize according to the com- 
mon method, elſewhere, in any other meeting-houſe made uſe of in 
general; com mon obſervation makes it manifeſt, that out of the above 


eight hundred, not twenty commonly attend, and almoſt all that do 


are thoſe that have been already baptized, Now in the above caſe, 
ſeven hundred and eighty perſons are actually deprived of hearing the 
goſpel and ſeeing the ordinance, when it is adminiſtered; and om the 


above account, many thouſands in the city and ſuburbs of London, are 


almoſt as ignorant of the true doctrine of baptiſm, and of the manner of 


the adminittration of it as if born in Turky ; probably out of the above 


eight hundred, four hundred and fifty of them never heard a ſermon on 
baptiſm, which is a true cauſe of their ignorance and oppoſition. Oh 
my chriſtian brethren, 1 aſk, which way can you avoid the charge of 
guilt in the above caſe? for he that knoweth to do good and doth it 


not, to him it is fin; © with-hold not good from them to whom it is due, | 


when it is in the power of thine hand to do it,” Prov. iii. 27. the means 
of communicating good is in the power of your hands, and it is a debt 


you owe to others. I wonder that there is not a far greater declenſion 


among us, than there really is, ſince the key of knowledge is in a great

Since all the arguments fur adminiſtring the Lord's ſupper in the ſame 
place where the church ſtatedly nicets tor worſhip, are equally ſtrong 
for baptiſm; preaching and baptizing ſhould accomnany one another, as 


near as poſſible, as appears from John tue Baptiſt's practice, John i. 28.
